During  the  past  Fiscal  Year, 
ending  June  30,  1980,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  helped  to  support  the 
work  of  over  260  cultural  organi- 
zations, 100  artists  and  265 
communities  in  the  Common- 
wealth with  a  budget  of  $2.3 
million  dollars. 

The  diversity  of  that  support, 
both  geographic  and  program- 
matic, represents  a  cross-section 
of  Massachusetts  itself  .  .  .  from 
the  Boston  Pops  to  the  Williams- 
town  Theatre  Festival  and  from 
the  Provincetown  Art  Association 
to  the  Puerto  Rican  Cultural 
Center  in  Springfield.  Your  tax 
dollars  help  make  these  events 
possible  and  available  to  the 
public. 

While  you  are  encouraging  the 
growth  of  the  arts  and  humani- 
ties, you  are  helping  to  improve 
the  economic  health  of  the  state. 
The  arts  contribute  over  $300 
million  dollars  a  year  to  the 
Massachusetts  economy, 
employing  14,000  people  directly 
and  accounting  for  more  than 
$2.1  million  dollars  paid  in  state 
taxes. 

But  the  real  worth  of  the  arts 
and  humanities  can  never  be 
measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 
They  represent  our  cultural 
heritage  which  provides  us,  as  a 
society,  with  a  collective  identity. 
Each  of  us  has  a  responsibility  of 
adding  to  that  identity,  enriching 
it  for  future  generations. 

On  behalf  of  the  Council 
members  and  our  staff,  I  wish  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Legislature  and 
Governor  King  for  their 
continuing  support.

Executive 
Director's 
Report 


When  John  Adams  wrote  the 
constitution  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  in  1780, 
he  called  for  the  state  to  provide 
education  in  the  arts  and  sciences 
for  its  citizens.  One  hundred  and 
eighty-six  years  later,  when  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  created 
the  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  they  echoed  Adams' 
vision  when  they  established  this 
Council  to  "support  the  practice, 
study,  and  appreciation  of 
the  arts  and  humanities"  in  the 
public  interest. 

While  John  Adams  and  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  had  a 
vision  for  the  role  that  an  enlight- 
ened state  could  play  in  supporting 
the  arts  and  humanities,  it  took 
a  long  time  for  the  cultural 
community  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  realize  the  importance 
of  public  funding  and  the  role 
they  should  play  in  shaping 
public  policy  for  such  an  agency. 
In  Massachusetts,  a  fragmented 
community  of  cultural  groups  and 
artists  had  not  seen  the  need  to 
work  together  to  plead  its  cause 
in  the  public  arena. 

All  this  changed  during  this  last 
Fiscal  Year  (July  1,  1979  -  June 
30,  1980). 

A  15%  reduction  in  the  budget 
of  the  Council  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  to  $2.3  million  in 
FY'80  dealt  a  rough  blow  to  the 
state's  artists,  humanists  and 
cultural  groups.  With  inflation 
this  cut  meant  a  real  reduction  of 
25%  in  the  Council's  budget. 

What  ultimately  resulted  from 
this  setback  was  an  arts  commu- 
nity unified,  vocal  and  vigorous 
in  its  pursuit  of  increased  state 
funding  for  cultural  programs. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Barbara 
Garvey,  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Cultural  and  Commu- 
nity Affairs  in  Springfield,  a 
citizens'  advocacy  network  devel- 
oped to  galvanize  the  disparate 
members  of  the  arts  community 
into  a  well-organized  body  working 
for  the  good  of  the  whole. 

This  new  voice  spoke 
eloquently  and  effectively  of  the 
rich  benefits  produced  by  our 
artists  and  cultural  institutions. 


We  made  intelligible  the  practical 
benefits  of  Massachusetts'  extra- 
ordinary collection  of  cultural 
institutions,  citing  the  $300 
million  dollars  in  revenue  gener- 
ated annually  by  the  cultural 
community,  the  14,000  jobs 
provided  to  residents  by  our 
artistic  institutions,  the  taxes  paid, 
and  the  $22  million  dollar  federal 
match.  We  also  found  new  ways  to 
describe  the  less  tangible  human- 
istic dimension  of  the  artistic 
endeavors  pursued  so  vigorously 
and  so  well  by  Massachusetts 
artists  and  cultural  institutions. 

The  citizen's  advocacy 
committee  worked  closely  with 
the  Council's  subcommittee 
focused  on  advocacy;  Vernon 
Alden,  Judge  J.  John  Fox,  Mrs. 
John  Fitzpatrick,  Donald  Melville, 
David  Starr,  and  Dr.  Nicholas 
Zervas.  All  these  people  worked 
for  the  cultural  community  in 
assisting  Governor  Edward  J. 
King,  Senate  President  William 
Bulger,  and  House  Speaker 
Thomas  McGee  whose  leadership 
steered  the  budget  for  the  Council 
on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  to  its 
current  and  highest  ever  appropri- 
ation of  $4  million  dollars. 

As  is  obvious  from  this  brief 
description  of  the  year-long  advo- 
cacy effort,  there  was  extensive 
citizen  participation  throughout 
the  state  by  those  who  are 
committed  to  public  support  for 
the  arts  and  humanities. 

The  Council  must  continue  to 
enlist  broad  participation  from 
citizens  throughout  the  state  for 
each  aspect  of  its  activities:  advo- 
cacy, planning  and  funding.  I  am 
gratified  to  report  that  in  both  the 
planning  and  funding  areas  this 
has  also  been  the  case,  though  in 
both  these  areas  the  results  of 
much  work  will  accrue  over  a 
longer  period. 

Late  in  1978,  the  Council  estab- 
lished a  Task  Force  on  Public 
Financing  of  the  Arts  and 
Humanities  under  the  Chairman- 
ship of  Phillip  M.  Sullivan, 
Senior  Vice  President  of  the  First 
National  Bank.  This  Task  Force 
composed  of  leaders  in  the  busi- 
ness and  finance  communities, 


completed  its  deliberations  in 
December,  1979,  and  provided 
the  Council  with  a  legislative 
agenda  for  the  future.  Each 
element  of  this  agenda  benefits 
the  cultural  community  substan- 
tially with  little  or  no  direct 
appropriation  from  the  state.  The 
legislative  initiatives  proposed  by 
the  Task  Force  and  endorsed  by 
the  Council  included:  1)  a  Consti- 
tutional Amendment,  which 
would  enable  the  Council  to 
make  direct  grants  to  cultural 
institutions;  2)  an  amendment  of 
the  Massachusetts  Health  and 
Educational  Facilities  Act, 
allowing  cultural  institutions  to 
issue  tax-exempt  revenue  bonds  to 
finance  capital  construction;  3) 
the  establishment  of  a  Commu- 
nity Cultural  Facilities  Fund,  to 
assist  localities  with  acquisition, 
renovation  or  rehabilitation  of 
cultural  facilities;  4)  the  Commu- 
nity Resources  Act,  to  encourage 
public  schools'  purchase  of  educa- 
tional services  from  cultural  insti- 
tutions; and  5)  the  Percent  for  the 
Arts,  requiring  that  one  percent 
of  the  cost  of  constructing  state 
or  county  buildings  be  earmarked 
to  underwrite  the  cost  of  competi- 
tively selected  art  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  legislative 
session,  the  Council  had  managed 
passage  of  the  Percent  for  the  Arts 
bill  (encompassed  by  the  Building 
Act),  and  we  had  generated 
substantial  interest  in  the  other 
legislative  proposals  during  the 
session.  The  rest  of  the  legislative 
agenda  remains  for  us  to  secure  in 
the  coming  years,  each  of  which 
is  a  building  block  for  a  stronger 
cultural  climate  in  the  state. 

Finally,  the  Council  has 
expanded  the  panel  system  it  uses 
for  funding  decisions.  Panels  of 
people  expert  in  particular  disci- 
plines, jury  applications  and  make 
funding  recommendations  to  the 
Council  on  who  should  be  funded. 

Last  year,  82  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth  with  expertise  in 
various  disciplines  gave  gener- 
ously of  their  time  to  review  the 
quality  of  and  made  recommen- 
dations on  organizations  who 
applied  for  funding  to  the 


Council.  In  almost  every  instance 
the  Council  acted  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  panels.  Late  in 
Fiscal  Year  1980,  the  Council 
began  its  third  major  planning 
project,  the  examination  of  its 
funding  policies  and  programs  for 
artists  and  cultural  institutions. 
Refining  Council  policy  and 
developing  new  initiatives  will 
take  time,  serious  deliberation, 
and  extensive  involvement  by 
many  citizens  throughout  the 
state.  Major  issues  of  policy  need 
examining,  such  as  what  the 
Council's  relationship  to  the 
commercial  sector — theatres, 
galleries,  publishing  houses, 
etc. — in  the  arts  and  humanities 
should  be;  what  the  Council 
should  do  to  aid  the  contempo- 
rary arts  in  the  Commonwealth; 
and  what  the  wisest  relationship 
between  funding  for  operational 
support  and  funding  for  innova- 
tion might  be.  These  problems 
have  no  easy  answers  in  a  period 
of  diminishing  resources.  But  the 
shaping  of  new  policies  will  lay 
the  foundation  for  a  stable, 
strong  and  vibrant  cultural 
community  in  the  future. 

Governor  Edward  J.  King  and 
the  leadership  of  the  Legislature, 
by  the  year's  end,  had  assured  the 
cultural  community  and  the 
Council  of  a  $4  million  dollar 
appropriation  for  FY  1981  a  74% 
increase  over  the  previous  year. 
This  increase,  equalled  or  bettered 
by  only  two  other  state  arts 
agencies  across  the  country, 
places  Massachusetts  in  13th  place 
nationally  in  its  per  capita  arts 
appropriation.  We  still  have  some 
distance  to  go  before  our  national 
ranking  in  budget  appropriation 
matches  our  contribution  to  the 
artistic  and  humanistic  develop- 
ment of  our  nation,  but  the 
accomplishments  of  FY  1980 
are  a  great  step  forward.

The  Council  is  a  group  of  15 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
who  have  demonstrated  creativity 
or  scholarship  in,  or  distinguished 
service  to,  the  arts  and  humani- 
ties. The  Council  members  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor  for 
three-year  terms. 

Guided  by  the  1966  legislation 
that  created  the  agency  to  "en- 
courage throughout  the  Common- 
wealth the  practice,  study,  and 
appreciation  of  the  arts  and 
humanities,"  the  Council  provides 
financial  and  technical  support  to 
artists,  humanists,  cultural  institu- 
tions, community  cultural  groups, 
and  others  working  in  the  visual 
arts,  film,  video,  photography, 
dance,  music,  theater,  literary  and 
other  cultural  disciplines  that 
record,  illuminate,  and  shape  our 
existence. 

The  Council  members  collec- 
tively define  agency  policy  and, 
by  vote,  determine  the  distribution 
of  the  Council's  funds  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  entire  Commonwealth.

Council  Panelists 

Critical  to  the  Council's  programs 
is  the  peer-review  panel  process.  It 
is  this  process  that  ensures  that 
Council  funds  are  distributed 
throughout  the  state  on  the  basis 
of  cultural  excellence. 

The  panel  process  annually 
mobilizes  artists,  humanists, 
specialists  in  the  various  artistic 
disciplines  and  community  repre- 
sentatives who  can  bring  sound 
cultural  experience  and  knowledge 
to  the  review  of  applications. 
These  panelists  are  appointed  by 
the  Council,  which  draws  its 
appointments  from  pools  of  sev- 
eral hundred  candidates  nominated 
every  spring  by  citizens  through- 
out the  Commonwealth. 

These  advisory  panelists  provide 
the  Council  and  the  Council  staff 
with  funding  recommendations 
based  primarily  on  the  artistic  and 
humanistic  excellence  of  appli- 
cants' programs.  This  past  year 
there  were  10  separate  advisory 
panels  involving  82  citizens  of 
the  state.

There  are  approximately  six 
million  residents  in  Massachusetts. 
One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Coun- 
cil, as  a  state  agency,  is  to  provide 
access  to  cultural  opportunities 
and  experiences  to  all  the  citizens 
of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is 
impossible  to  determine  pre- 
cisely how  many  of  the  nearly  s 
million  residents  our  programs 
serve.  However,  we  are  able  to 
determine  how  many  of  the  Com- 
monwealth's 351  cities  and  towns 
are  served;  and  in  fiscal  year  1980 
with  $2.3  million  in  state  funds 
(about  40c  per  person  in  the 
state),  Council  funded  programs 
reached  all  of  the  state's  counties 
and  265  {75%)  of  our  cities  and 
towns.

Council

The  Council  administers  and 
contracts  for  8  different  funding 
programs  directly  benefiting 
artists  and  non-profit  arts  and 
humanities  organizations  in  the 
Commonwealth.  In  the  following 
pages  we  have  profiled  each 
program  alphabetically  with  its 
corresponding  list  of  funding 
recipients  for  FY  1980.

These 
categories  are:  choreographers, 
composers,  crafts  artists,  film- 
makers, novelists  and  short  story 
writers,  painters,  photographers, 
playwrights,  poets,  printmakers, 
sculptors  and  video  artists.  In  FY 
1980,  the  Council  was  able  to 
provide  $3,500  fellowships  to  74 
artists  in  the  Commonwealth, 
based  on  a  peer-review  process 
that  focused  only  on  the  quality 
of  the  work  the  applicant 
submitted  for  review. 

This  five  year-old  program,  the 
second  largest  state-based 
program  of  its  kind  in  the  nation,

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Literature  Distribution 

Fiscal  Year  1980  marks  the  second 
year  of  this  successful  program, 
whose  objective  is  to  provide  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
with  access  to  the  works  of  non- 
profit small  presses  and  literary 
magazines  published  in  Massachu- 
setts by  developing  a  statewide 
distribution  system  through  the 
public  libraries. 

This  subscription  subsidy  plan, 
administered  by  Book  Affair, 
Inc.,  now  includes  over  180 
public  libraries  and  was  awarded
